A trunk containing 134 sticks of dyna- 
mite with fuses attached was found by 
the police late last night in a house at 342 
West Thirty-eighth street. The police 
eaid that it was sent there by Holt. 

The trunk waa delivered by a New York 
transfer company, and the bill of lading 
was made out in the name of Frank Holt. 
It was found on the top Soor of a five 
story building. — 

Capt. Thomas G. Tunney of ithe detec- 
tive ioureau took charge of the explosives, 
and a squad of pitactivee surrounded the 
house. 

Bemides the dynatnite the trutik con- 
tained a mumber of tin cans, a box of 
blasting caps and powder, some iene 
acid and matches.

Battle Begins at Dawn, 

The fighting began at 5 o’clock in the 
morning and continued furiously until 2 
in the afternoon.

CAPITAL’S CONDITION ‘PITIFUL.’ 
[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., July 6.—[{Special. }— 
Direct confirmation of earlier reports 
about conditions in Mexico City was re- 
ceived at the state department today, 

A message sent out by Consul Genera] | 
Shanklin and Red Cross Agent O’Connor, 
who have just succeeded in reaching Mex- 
ico City, states that conditions in the 
capital are “exceedingly pitiful.” They 
despair of getting food supplies into Mex- 
ico City under existing conditions. 

Intense suffering exists among the 
pooret people of Mexico City, according 
to the report received today. There isno 
prospect of any agreement between the 
Carranzistas and Zapatistas for any co- 
operation for the interests of the capital, 
and further fighting on the edge of the 
city is imminent. 


Crops Will Be Small. 

Red Cross Agent O’Connor reported also 
that after conferring with the various re- 
lief agencies and other well informed 
persons he could state that in the Mexico 
City region this years planting is only 
from 10 to 80 per cent Of normal. The 
relief problem is vast, he asserts, and 
much more actite in the small cities than 
in the capital itself. 

The state department also received a 
statement today from an American who 
has just completed an exténsive tour of 
northern Mexico. Famine conditions in 
that region are quite as serious as they

Holt’s first attempt to kill himself after 
he wee placed in jail was made at mid- 
night last night, when he tried to openan 
artery {n his left wrist with the tin endof 
a bead pencil.

Bombard Arras and Reims. 
PARIS, July 6.—The following official 
communication was issued by the war 
office tonight:

Whether the “United States shall have a “high 
protective tariff” or a “ revenue tariff’ ‘is not 
so important as whether the country is to be 
subjected to continual tinkering with an economic 
question. The Democrats and Republicans have 
talked the country into five revisions. and two 
attempts at revision within the last thirty years, 
ahd now it is said that with just one more thorough 
shaking there will be such a windfall of golden;

But the country is old enough and sober enough, 
especially with the newer responsibilities of a 
foreign trade ambition, to appreciate the chasm 
between fact and prediction. While the profes 
sional politicians are insisting that the big talking 
point in. the coming presidential campaign is to be 
the tariff, the business interests of the country 
are seeking about for ways to impress upon the 
party leaders the desirability of getting the facts 
and figures before going on the floor of the house 
for a battle.

COAL FOR THE WAVY. 
(From the Army and Nevy Journal. 


Our geoaraphical location has a material int 
ence wpon the construction of our vessels of 
war. The factors im our geographical position 
‘that make for this Aifference are our isolatipn 


and the long stretches between the Mttoral of 
the United States and the porte of ite insular 
possessions. Our comparatively few and widely 
separated coaling stations, coupled with this iso- 
lation, have made ft necessary for our naval cqn- 
structors to devote eapecial attention to affording 
ships the greatest possible coal carrying capacity. 
To permit the necessary weight of coal to be care 
ried our bujiders have been compelled to Nmit 
to the utmost the weight of the armor and of 
machinery, thereby sacrificing, to some exterit, 
the vitel qualities of protéction and speed. The 
necessity of limiting the weight of, and epaee 
occtpied by, the boflers haw forced the Inatalia- 
tien of boilers of light weight and compact fle- 
sign with limited combustion space. The want 
of coaling stations aldo tnakes it imperative that 
the coal of the U. & navy should be of the best 
kind, so that the coal burnitie vessels will have 
the maximam steaming fadius, In explaining 
this Lieut. Commander J. 0. Richardson, UV. 8. ‘x, 
in the Journal of the Américan Society of Naval 
Engineers, argues against training men to bert 
western ¢0al to the exclusion of eastern coal, for 
such men would heave to forest what they row 
know about the wae of navy standard steaming 
coal, and it would resuitin reduced nava! rife 
paredness, because tn time of war the bert ub.

This proposal ls meeting with much op- 
Position, so much so that the measure, 
when introduced, will provide only for 
the legitimation of childrem born prior to 
the marriage of their parents. 

This is permitted in most foreign coun- 
tries, in most of the states of the Ameri- 
can union, and in many of the British de- 
pendencies, such as Australia, New Zea- 
land, lower Canada, in the Channe is- 
lands, the West Indies, and on the Lsle of 
Man. It is even practicable in Seotiané 
but not until now in England. 

It is worthy of note that as far back as 
in 1236 an endeavor was made by King 
Henry IIl., at the instance of the clergy. 
to inaugurate legislation providing for 
legitimation of children born prior to 
marriage—legitimation im accordance 
with the canon law of the Roman Catholic 
church dealing with the.subject. How- 
ever, the barons of the parliament as 
sembled at Merton in 1236 absolutely de 
clined to make any change in the existing 
statutes or to modify them in the sense 
demanded by monerch and clergy. 

Moreover, every subsequent endeavor 
to alter the lawe relating to these births 
has failed. It will be interesting to see 
whether the new attempt now about to be 
undertaken in this @irection will prove 
any more er. 


So little fs known by by the av 1 publie 
concerning the canon Saw he Roman 
Catholic church in this matter that tt ts 
just as well to point ovt that only so- 
called " natural Triiaren " Become legiti- 
mate by the subsequent martiage of their 
parents, 

By “ natural children ” are meant those 
who are born out of wedlock, but of par- 
ents who at the time of the birth of the 
children would have beeh free to marry 
each other, as far as the law of the church 
was concerned.

matried to others) cannot be legitimized 
A any subsequent wedding of their par- 
ente. 

Tt ie important to add that, when a mar 
Plage i& celebrated ih due form and ta 
subsequently found to have been invalid 
and null, for one or another of the reasons 
sanctioned by canon law, thie law recor: 
fiites the children born of #uch a union to 
he legitimate, provided only that at least 
one of the parties wae if @ood faith ana 
ainmerely beliéved the marriage to be 
valid. | 

Thus, in the care in which a woman ts 
deceived into going through the form of 
marriage with @ Man already married 
elsewhere, the canon law deélaree her 
marriage to be null, but her children born 
of her invalidated union to be legitimate, 

Moreover, if a Man Of Woman ie In- 
duced to Wed by means of compiileion, or 
fraud, or if the union le annulled by the 
church of certain other canoficat 
grounds ae a defective contract, the chitl- 
dren neverthelese remain legitimate.

mete new facts, lew ideas, new mo ents, 


new tendencies, and new teachings, without 


Being entirely selfish. a Rete . 

The giving of premiums has an origin 
that is shrouded in tradition. When it be- 
gan we do not know. As a matter of his- 
tory, premium methods were used in As- 


syria before the Christian era, in .early 
Rome and ancient Athens. Biblical lore 


also informs us that even Adam and Eve and 
Satan had an experience with premiums in 


‘the Garden of Eden—the premium in this 


case being “the apple of knowledge.” In 
these early days they were not called pre- 
miums, perhaps, nor was the custom in as 
genera! use nor as perfected a state as now, 
but it did work to the end of establishing a 
business friendship and business confidence 
and in meeting competition. » 

The modern method of advertising now 
includes the use of newspapers, magazines, 
dill boards, dead walls, circulars, and signs; 
and all of relatively recent origin. Pre- 
mium advertising is therefore really the 
oldest form known to man, and the great 
principle that was then involved is the 
game today—the creating of publicity by a 


gift made with the idea that the recipient 


would not forget the giver, and that at some 
future time the latter might be favored. 
Now let us pass from the ancient to the 
modern days and consider the scope of pre- 
mium advertising as it exists. We all know 
there have been real advances in the adver- 
tising field, such as would not have been 
dreamed of a few years ago. While the 
premium method, In a crude form, has been 
in vogue for so long a time, it is really only 
within the last twenty years that the use 
of the premium, as a means of advertising, 
in a way that could be measured, has be- 
come general. I say “general” advisedly, 
for the regson that it is probably true that 


there is no plan which is used by more busi- 
-ness men, from the little retafler to the ‘big 
merchant, from the small manufacturer to 


the great master of industry, than the 
premium plan. | 


Premium giving is primarily of two sorts 


one where the actual merchandise is given 
away by the merchant, and the other where 
the merchant or manufacturer gives a trad- 


ing stamp or @ coupon, which is redeemed 
either by the merchant or manufacturer, or 


by e@ trading stamp or coupon company, 


whose business it is to furnish these coupons 

or stamps to the manufacturer or dealer. — 
: The basic principle underlying the use of 
the premiums is that human nature is ever 
prone to insist that it shall be considered 
a part of the business equation. If by use 
of some added value a buyer can be held to 
the continuous purchase of some particular 
article to the exclusion of others, then the 
manufacturer who is willing to grant that 
added value will succeed in building up his 
gales, increasing the aggregate. The “added. 
value” which many manufecturers are will- 
ing to give in return for the consideration 


‘effort to ascertair 


has found it advantageous to use the cou- 
pon or trading stamp as = discount for cash 
sales or continuoug patronage. It is adver- 
tising, {t is profit sharing, and it minimizes 
Gebt and promotes thrift ' 
_ Let me say right here, that ft is not the 
manufacturer or the coupon company that 
has made the giving of coupons a success— 
the success comes from the other end—from 
the consumer. It fs the consumer (the peo- 
ple, if you will) who has made the giving 
of coupons not only desirable but, in many 
cases, an absolute necessity. | 

We have today, those who decry premium 
advertising as being subversive of the best 
there is in the business, as being something, 


perhaps, which is not scientific. Sometimes 


it is considered by the thoughtless as 


"something for nothing.” It has been de- 


nounced in some quarters as vicious, a sort 
of catch-penny affair, which was foreign to 
legitimate enterprise. Those who once de- 
cried the possibility of the trolley, the au- 
tomobile, the telephone, the wireless, the 


| Seroplane, are of the same type as those 


who now say profit sharing is a delusion. 
Those who take this view make no note 
of the human element in trade—they would 


| reduce everything in life to strict rote and, 


rule,—they would figure statistica on the 
graves of their ancestors,—they would try 
to measure the beauty and grandeur of the 
Reckies with an agate rule. 

When you forget the human element, you 
forget that which has made this world liv- 
able. When you! try to measure human 
nature as you measure a yard of goods, you 
attempt the impossible. | 

It is the study of the human element, the 


the digging down into the depths of human 
desire, and the attempt to draw conclusions 
from that inexhaustible well, that has made 
premium advertising what it is today. -No 
man who is not a student of human nature, 
who has not learned in part what the child 
wants, what the boy or the girl wants, what 
the woman ifn the home wants, would ever 
have had the genfus to establish premium 
advertising on a‘ hasis that would have dif- 
ferentiated it in: a successful way from 
other forms of advertising. 

The premium advertising plan is based 
upon the theory—-“live and let live.” The 
great manufacturer cannot continue forever 
to take his toll from those to whom he sells 
without giving back something more in re- 
turn than the goods which he sells. It is a 
poor manufacturer who does not recognizé 
this fact. He is contesting the co-operative 
theory so highly regarded by wise mer- 
chants, both at home and abroad. The big 
wholesaler who selis goods year after year 
knows he has to return something to his 
customers. When a buyer comes to the city 
he is taken in ¢harge by the wholesale 
house—he is wined and dined and taken to 
the theater. This is repeated in the case of 
every buyer. It adds greatly to the cost of 
doing business, and yet it is good business 
in itself, because the wholesaler knows that 
the buyer likes to get a little more than he 
would be entitled to by strict business 
measure, and this method appeals to the 
human side of life. | 

Premium advertising carries the principle 
into trade and establishes the law that if 
the customer is entitled to some little 
“extra” Snce in a while, at the whim of the 
merchant or manufacturer, he is entitled to 
something of a definite value all the time 
for his cash payment, or for his continuous 


patronage. It is placed on a fixed basis— 


there is no guesswork about it. The cus- 
tomer knows what he is entitled to, if only 
he conforms to certain rules. — | 
.Premium advertising, where the manu- 
facturer or merchant gives something di- 
rectly of value, or gives a token which is 


redeemable in something of value through 
his own house, or a token redeemable by 


some third party, is essentially the same 
thing. It matters not whether it isjcalled 
a trading stamp or a coupon, and you can- 
not be consistent and colors ts 
damn the other. ! 

This is pure advertising, with the addi- 


tion that it also performs service. A mer- 
chant lets it be known that he will give a 
certain premium or a certain token, and this 
brings trade to his store. Frequently the 
big department store will advertise sales at 
lower than cost jprice for the purpose of 
getting people into the store, when in the 
natural order of things they may buy other 
goods. The premium acts the same way. 
This is eervice, rendered to the merchant. 
The coupon packed by the manufacturer 
further protects the merchant, because to- 
day in our first class trade marked goods 
it has frequently elfminated the evil of 


' 


substitution. 


Is there any one who can successfully 
contend that there is anything inherently 
wrong in this system? Is there any reason 
why such a plan should be condemned? Is 
it mot just as legitimate as any other form 


of service or advertising? 


There is no form of advertising that has 
not in it some element of uncertainty. Ad- 
vertising is not an exact science, and the 
man who would try to reduce it to a fixed

man. Other formes of advertising may 


be 
conducted on an assumed high plane, but 


when they are analysed they get down to 


the question that is uppermost in the minds 


of every being on earth—"How can it profit 
mer” Advertising which does not benefit 
the one whom it seeks te reach has missed 
its aim. 

If premium does anything, it 
benefits the one who takes advantage of it. 
The benefit may be small ‘or it may be 
great, but it is direct, and through the use 
of the premium there is a more absolute 
method of measuring the percentage of 
efficiency than there ‘s in the case of other 
kinds of advertising. The service and the 
result of the advertising effort is measured 
‘by the redemptions, in the case of tokens, 
so surely, so certainly, that by comparison 
the ordinary keyed advertisement falls very 
short. To illustrate this point: After 16 
years, from 1900 to the present, The Sperry 


& Hutchinson Co. issued 21,691,757,424 to- 


kens or stamps, and redeemed 18,089, 461,158, 
or 84 per cent. 4 it must be understood 
that the remaining 16 per cent constitutes 
a continuing Hability against the company, 
and that many of those stamps will be re- 
deemed subsequently—possibly the entire 
amount We are still redeeming many 
stamps issued years ago, which are not 
accounted for In the report of previous re- 
demptions. In the past month we received 
a quantity of stamps sent in for redemp- 
tion by a woman who had collected them 
before the San Francisco earthquake, and 
who only recently unearthed them. A few 
days ago there were sent in for redemp- 
tion some of the first stamps the company 
ever put out—issued nearly 18 years a§o. 
‘Because of the constant redemption of old 
stamps it is necessary for the company to 
maintain a reserve, which it has done by 
setting aside $1,000,000, representing the 
entire total of unredeemed stamps for the 
past five years. ' 


In 1914 our percentage of redemption was 
over 90 per cent. In the past month it was 


over 93 per cent. Eventually it is certain 
to prove much greater than that indicated 
by the figures here set forth. Every out- 
standing stamp is a liability against the 
company, no matter how long ago they were 
lesued. | 
Thus jit can be seen that the statement 
that we make our money out of the lapses 
on redemptions is fallacious, ‘With these 
redemptions now 93 per cent, we still face 
every probability that a still greater num- 
ber eventually will be redeemed. What 


other method of advertising today can show 


an efficiency as high as ours? 
There have been those who seek to make 
a particular kind of publicity the only one 
which can come within the definition of ad- 
vertising, With all due respect to the 
newspapers, it may be sald that at times 
they have endeavored to create a sort of 
monopoly in the advertising business. At 


one time they were prone to denounce all’ 


advertising except that which was conduct- 
ed through the press. Magazine advertis- 
ing was decried, the bill board came under 
the ban—it was declared to be unsightly. 
insanitary, and a prolific means of scatter- 
ing paper over the streets; but the bill 
board stuck, and today its utility in the 
advertising fleld is generally admitted. 
Even the newspapers which at one time 
denounced it are now using it to advance 
their interests. Newspapers are likewise 
using the coupon and premium, and in this 
I recognize reciprocity and co-operation. 
He would be an ardent advocate indeed 
who did not admit that there were some 
defects in premium advertising. There are 
defects, but they have been magnified out 
of all proportion to their real size by the 
enemies of this kind of advertising. The 
newspaper publisher could find many de- 
fects in his own field; the magazine could 
pick out many faults; the agency system 
itself has been and is today the object of 
severe criticism. No one plan, no one sys- 


tem, has every virtue and no faults, but if 


the Premium Plan be measured up with 


creating an actual service, which after all 
is the real aim of proper advertising—or at 
beast a majority of it—then premium ad- 
yertising will be found to stand high. It 


dces produce results. The testimony of 
thousands who have tried it, and its con- 


tinued use today by merchants, manufac- 
turers, and big houses of national repute, 
demonstrates this fact beyond any possi- 
bility of a doubt. : 

The statement has been made that as 
competitors of newspaper advertising, the 
premium system had reduced or diverted 


the money publishers would have received

understand, is that of a competitor. Let me 


refer to this question just a moment, for it 
is certainly important, if true. The Bureau

If the 
gross business increases very materially,

larged in actual dollars. So that an attempt 
to figure comparative advertising by per- 
centage alone in many cases will prove 
misleading. Pity 

May I state as my opinion, in gnswer to 
the question whether the premium in- 
creases the cost to the consumer by adding 
to the price of the merchandise, through 
injecting a new interest—the premium com- 
pany? With but slight reflection it can be 
seen that the premium acts quite to the 
contrary of this claim. It is an actual fact 
also that the coupon lessens the cost of the 
article in that the premium so obtained is 
@ discount to the consumer in the form of 
some household necessity, or of some little 
luxury. Many of the larger manufacturers 
of this country have built up their business 
in premiums, having furnished an articleof 
equal merchandise value with that of their 
competitor of exactly the same cost to the 
consumer, giving In addition a premium. In 
ne case do we find a manufacturer who has 
associated his commodity with a premium 
plan, either individual or co-operative, in- 
creasing the cost of his article to the con- 
sumer, nor do we find, on the other hand, 
non-premium giving manufacturers reduc- 
ing the cost of their commodity or even at- 
tempting to give a better value at the same 
price as the premium giving manufacturer. 
Some manufacturers have claimed to put 
the value in their goods and consequently 
no premium, but the consumer has been the 
judge of this, and we see daily the larger 
and better organizations giving premiums— 
even Marshall Field & Co.—while the num- 
ber of coupon collectors is rapidly multi- 
plying. | 

As for the coupon company, so termed, 
considered as distinct from the manufactur- 
er of any commodity, we must bear in mind 
two important features of modern business, 
namely: specialization and profit sharing. 
Specialisation has long been demanded in 
our professional as well as in our commer- 
cial life. Heré is where the coupon com- 
pany renders its service. Profit shering has 
come about In its present form Vecause the 
consumers, both individually and collective- 
ly, by virtue of their mere living, have had 
to buy and have helped to manufacture or 
produce through their labor the capital so 
stored up or accumulated (in any organiza- 
tion) and are the original heirs to share 
in its benefits. 

The coupon company sptcializes in pre- 
miums as applied to selling goods, and hav- 
ing perfected its organization, offers expert 
advice and assistance to manufacturers who 
are willing to share their profits—not in- 
crease the price of their article nor decrease 
its value with the consumer. So adept have 
these premium organizations bécome in the 
science of merchandising that many manu- 
facturers who have long maintained their 
own premium service have now turned to 
the co-operative premium organization, and 
in this way are enabled to offer better val- 
ues to the consumer through this co-opera- 
tive premium method than through their 
individual service. When one considers the 
premium organization operating for a large 
number of manufacturers in a co-operative 
way, it is easy to determine, upon slight 
reflection, the great saving effected in pre- 
mium purchasing power as an organization. 
There is a decided advantage and saving 
in printing and distributing a uniform cou- 
pon in large quantities, and there is a fur- 
ther saving in eliminating certain unneces- 
sary premium stations, replacing them b 
others conveniently arranged and within 
easy access to the consumer. The coupon 
company then exists on the saving afforded 
a group of manufacturers desiring to share 
their profits with the consumer by working 
co-operatively in a co-operative premium 
plan. The same principle applies to retail 
merchants. 

Who, then, pays the expense of the pre- 
mium? The initial expenditure of the pre- 
mium is pald by the manufacturers or mer- 
chants using the service, but eventually it 
comes out of the pocket of his less generous 
competitor, in that the latter loses the busi- 
ness, and the former, by increasing his 
sales, reduces the cost of production and 
shares it with his customers. The manu- 
facturers and retailers who do not give pre- 
miums know too well the value of the pre- 
mium and its pulling power with any con- 


‘sumers through the business they have lost. 


The opposition of any association to cou- 
pons or premiums is in itself a recognition 
of their force and a very good reason for 
one to suppose that we will ever have 
premiums, as there will always be mer- 
chants who will oppose them. © 

On $100,000,000 of merchandise sold by

If the co-operative principle is to prevail, — 
end it will, premium advertising is here to 
stay, not because we want it—not because 
some one does not want it—but because it 
responds to a public demand. If you have 
ever tried artificially to stimulate a desire 
in the minds of the people for something 
they did not want, you can understand how 
absolutely futile would be all the vast ex- 
Ppenditure of moneys by the premium ad- 
vertising concerns in thig country if the 
germ of demand had not already been im- 
planted in the human breast. You cannot 
make the people take something they don’t 
want. Yau might influence a few of your 
friends, who would be interested for your 
sake, but you cannot create a national tn- 
quiry unless the soil is already fertile 
Deserts are barren of vegetation not be- 
Cause nature would not implant the seed, 
but because the seed would not grow when 
implanted. Our organization could do noth- 
ing with a public mind that was barren, 
that would not respond to our suggestion. 
We might as well draw down the. blinda 
close our doors, lock them, and throw away 
the keys to our offices and to our factories 
if the people primarily did not demand pre- 
miums; but when they do demand them we 
are doubly armed against all opposition. 
We have our own strength coupled to the 
support of the public which demands 
miuma, | 


Our mission f# not purely altruistic—we 
do not profess to give the world something 
for nothing. We are in the business of 
premium advertising to make money, but in 
making that money we believe that we 
really give more to the people who patron- 
ize us than any other business organisation 
in the world, and the best part of the entire 
proposition fs that the people believe us, be- 
cause there are more users of premium 
methods of advertising today than there 
ever were before in the history of the 
world, and there are more individuals re- 
sponding to the human interest appeal in 
premiums than there ever were before. 


For one to properly consider the scope of 
premium advertising he must have the ca- 
pability of broad retrospection and be able 
to visualize an immense future. Looking 
backward, one can see the wonderful re- 
sults already attained and can realize how 
almost universal is the use of the premium 
in some form or other. And for considera- 
tion of the future one must scan the horizon 
with a prophetic eye. Judging the future 
by the past, he can discern such immense 
strides in the field of premium advertising 
as will make its present use seem small by 
comparison. Life always has its promise of 
better things, but that promise is more 
alluring in the premium form of advertis- 
ing than in others. Undoubtedly there will 
be many changes, many improvements, and 
if possible, complexity, which noW exists tn 
some cases, will give way to. simplicity. 
Small business houses will continue to be 
aided by an agency conceived in the spirit 
of fair play. Big business will lift itself 
to greater things by departing from much 
of that which its now selfish and giving 
stronger play to the feeling that should 
guide all people in their associations with 
others—that of giving not the least that 
must be given, but the greatest which pos- 
sibly can be offered. 


Until the department store shall cease 
giving its services, shall eliminate its wait- 
ing rooms, its concerts, and its free deliv- 
eries; until big wholesalers shall stop giv- 
ing a discount for cash or allowing a large 
buyer a better price than the small one; 
until the banks shall do away with the cus- 
tom of allowing interest on savings ac- 
counts or money deposited before a certain 
date; until the big nations of the earth shall 
refuse longer to insert the Favored Nations 
Clause in their Treaties—in short, until the 
desire and the instinct of man shall under- 
go a change and he emerges a different in- 
dividual from the one now familiar to us, 
premium advertising will have its place in 
commercial intercourse. Methods may 


' change, forms may differ; distribution ideas 


and merchandise schemes all may be al- 
tered: but until man himself has become a 
new being, we premium advertisers will 
have our place in business, responsive to a 
demand which is fast becoming universal. 


Finally, let me say—a business that lives 
today on memories needs neither the aid of 
the newspaper, the bill board, nor the trad- 
ing stamp—just a hearse! Legislation can- 
not save it! Class legislation never has re- 
celved the approval of any but a selfish or 
prejudiced mind, and it never will. You 
cannot make people happy by an Act of 
Congress, but you can by giving them 
premiums, and by so doing you can’ share 
profits with them and not only hold but in- 
crease your trade.

Order for Nonallenation of the 
Coast issued; Nippon’s 
Move Next,

PEKING, China, June 3.—Here is a 
t class example of the gentle art of 
Saving the face, ae it is so well under- 
stood in China and Japan. It is the 
mandate of President Yuah Shth-kai an- 
nouncing the determination of the Chi- 
nese government not to cede or lease 
any territory along its coast to any other 
power. 

It takes the form of a presidential 
rescript on a memorial from the tsan 
cheng yuan, or council of state. To read 
it one would think that the subject wag 
entirely new, and that it had originated 
solely with the tsan cheng yuan, instead 
of having been In the miné of every per- 
bon familiar with Chinese effairs and in- 
terested in the salvation of the Catnaee 
nation for months and years. 


Blames Manchu x 

“During the last days of the Ching 
régime," says the memorial, “ when the 
power and-influence of the nation were in 
the decline, the coast was the scene of 

™Many military activities (The Ching 
régime was the late Manchu dynesty.} 
Consequently, some parte of the coast 
were ceded or leased to foreign countries. 

“Thus many strategic points fell into 
the hands of foteign countries, and the 
means of Gefense was practically host to 
China, whose people since then have not 
been able to enjoy peace. 

“This is directly in conflict with the 
principie of defending the country by oc- 
cupying the strategical points. We there- 
fore suggest to the government thet at 
this time, when ovr country has just

pain, we should profit by the past experi- 


ence and make @ pian fer the future. 


“An open order should be given to the 


ministries of war and navy, as wéll as to ' 


the provincial authorities, to give especia! 
attention to the coast defense, so that the 

people residing in these regions may live 
in peace in thefr homes and pursue their 
occupations. 

‘“‘A @eciaration should be mede to the 
world that hereafter no part of the coast 
or telands, bays or ports thereof, shall be 
ceded or leased to any foreign country, 
with a view that the nation may be at 
ease that ite defense ip secure while peace 
may reign among the different countries. 
This problem was brought up for discus 
sion at a meeting held on the twelfth day 
of the fifth month [May 12), and then 
passed unanimously.” | 

Rescript of Yuan. 
President Yuan having received and 
considered this suggestion for a day, is- 
sued hie formal rescript on May 14, as 
follows: iz 


“ Since the coast regions are in close re-» 


lations with the national defense, and, 

therefore, should be well guarded before- 
hand, the suggestion of the tean cheng 
yuan is, indeed, farsighted; and it is herp- 
by promulgated. Hereafter no part of the 
coast or eny port, bay, or island thereof, 
will be ceded or leased to whatever for- 
eign country. 

“ The ministries of war and navy, as 
well the provincial authorities of the 
coa are hereby instructed to 
be specifically responsible for the defense 
of the eame, sc that the sovereignty of the 
nation may be coftolidated.” — 

Thus is accomplished China’s first for- 
mal act in response to the Japanese de- 
mands. The result is not at all what 
Japan sought when she included the non- 
ailenation paragraphs in her sts of the 
conditions on which she would agree te 
preserve the peace of the far east. 

It is to be remembered in all considera- 
tion of this situation that Jepan repeated- 
ly notified China that unless the Chines 
government acceded to these demands 
Japan would not be responsible for the 
rupture of the peace which would prob- 


|ably follow. Unless China gave up the 


things Japan wanted, she would herself 
be responsible for the consequences. 


Next Move Up to Japan. 
But China has wriggied out on this par- 


ticular demand, for the time being, and it 


now remains to see what Japan will do 
next. The mandate of President Yuan is 
assumed to be authoritative and bin#ing. 

Therefore, in fact, neither the min({stries 
of war and navy nor the provincial au- 
thorities of the coastwise provinces will 


ever cede or lease any Chinese territory. 
Nor would they have done so if the man- 
dete had never been issued. The contract, 
convention, or document of whatever 
name by which that would be accom- 
plished would be saned by entirely differ- 
ent officials.
